Trespassers Upon Timber Lands. 

New Lon, Septemter 2.— The 
Tribune s Washington special says: By 
direction of the Secretary of the 
Interior, aud in response to many 
letters from officials and others, the 
Commissioner of the General Land 
Office has prepared and will shortly 
issue acircular regarding trespassers 
upon Government timber lands. The 
circular reviews the acts of Congress 

roviding for the sale of timber lands 
. the States of California, Oregon and 
Nevada, and Washington Territory, 
and authorizing the citizens of Nevada, 
‘Colorado and the Territories to cut 
timber on the public domain for min- 
ing and domestic purposes, and says 
that the penalties provided in the no- 
will hereafter be enforced in all cases 
where timber is cut for export or sale, 
or wantonly destroyed.

It is rather a queer proceed- 
ing. in the first place, for candidates to 
meet for any such purpose, and it is 
entirely useless for the people te ex- 
pect fair treatment under such a prac- 
tice. Let as look into this matter and 
see what its motive may be. 

Candidates, through some mysteri- 
ous process, always believe that the 
people will be glad to endorse them. 
They always calculate upon the tradi- 
tional inactivity of the voter, for non- 
interfering with any of their litt'e 
plans. Now, what does this plan 
amount to? Simply this: That no 
mun would propose such a convention 
of candidates unless he believed that 
he could take advantage of it; and no 
candidate will adhere to the plan un- 
lers he-believes the ticket will nomi- 
nate him. One ticket can not nomi- 
nate four men for the same office, and 
hence three of the four will oppose it. 
The men who have been nominated in 
this way are, without exception, good 
citizens of this community, and wor- 
thy to sit in any convention. We 
wish, however, to represent to the 
nominees these facts: We believe you 
honest and worthy, therefore you 
know pretty well for whom you will 
vote. Being honest, also, you will 
refuse to lie for the pleasure of every 
candidate who approaches you. Does 
it not then follow that you will be a 
candidute of only one-third of these 
men, und that the other two-thirds 
will slaughter you if possible? Not, 
certainly, because you are not good 
citizens, but simply because you are. 
Out of the seventy names balloted for 
on Monday night, there were barely 
twer y-three who were considered 
worthy. Are we then to believe that 
good citizens and bad men in Reno 
are in the ratio of one to two? Not 
at all. In the candidate's eye the 
good man will vote for him; the bad 
man is the one who opposes his claims. 

If any set of candidates want to 
nominate a ticket privately, and sup- 
port it in their own interests, well and 
good. To appear before the people, 
however, with a ticket which they de- 
clare common property when two- 
thirds of them are already compass- 
ing its defeat, is too glaring and pre- 
sumptious even for this age. 

If there is any disinterested nomi- 
tionna made it must be by the people. 
Otherwise, let the different tactions of 
the caudidates state the faith which is 
i: them, make out tickets, and go be- 
the people as they are. It seems 
to us that the people ought to have 
some active share in this matter, be- 
cause the first vote is the only one 
now left to an American citizen. It 
also seems to us queer that men who 
want public trust and confidence 
should gratituitously insult forty-seven 
men in order to get twenty-three 
“good men.” The entire affair was 
cheeky to a degree, and will result in 
a farce. The Gazetre believes: that 
the people know whom they want, 
and will try to secure their election. 


OAMPAIGN TACTICS. 


The Silver State (Democratic) under 
this ‘ead accuses some Republican 
papers of trying to injure John H.

| State ticket. Against this last faction 


should make common cause. Not 
that it will necessarily ensure their 


| uadivided. success, but because they 


will be with the public, and defending 
the rank and file of the Republican 
party against forced nominations. We 
have heard considerable gush over

50 ant to see the gushers trying to pledge 


the majority to an entire convention. 
The experiment will prove unfortu- 
nate. 

EDITORIAL NOTES. 

The morning Appeal learns from 
some gentlemen who came down from 
Virginia City Monday, that the Re- 
puvlican Committee agreed on adopt- 
ing the Daggett plan at the primaries 
with relation to the choice of a Storey 
county candidate for Governor. Also 
that there was some ,disagreement as 
to the effect of the result @f the choice 
indicated at the primaries. Daggett 
contended that even if he were beaten 
by this plan in Storey, nevertheless 
he was at liberty to be a candidate for 
the nomination and to secure it by 
outside aid if such a result were pos- 
sible. Batterman and Tyrrell dis- 
sented from this. They held that the 


question of the candidacy by taking 
two or three of the contestants out of 
the field, and leaving one of the num- 
ber not only in possession of the 
thirty-seven Storey county votes in 
the State Convention, but place him 
in the light of the only candidate for 
Governor presented by the Republi- 
cans of that county. The question 
was finally settled by the Committee 
by a decision in conformity with the 
views of Batterman and Tyrrell. 


Mr. James C. Flood, a gentleman 
of some meansin San Francisco, is 
credited with advising a young man 
not to dabble in stocks. It seems that 
the young person had already pur- 
chased some of the favorites, and Mr. 
Flood sought to discourage him. The 
only conclusion to be drawn from this 
is that the y. m. was in a fair way to 
make some money. Mr. Flood has 
never been known to advise people 
against a falling market when he knew 
of its coming on, On the contrary. 


The Crawford plan is accepted in 
Storey county, and thereby Storey 
names the State ticket. It is now 
left for Republican voters to witness 
a forfeiture of the plan after the pri- 
maries, or hope that the man who may 
be named dictator to the Republican 
convention will dictate in the inter- 
ests of his party. Men do not pro- 
pose such plans unless to their advan- 
tage. It remains to be seen whether 
the advantage of one man may prove 
the success of a party. 

Mark you: If anybody does any- 
thing against Bradley and in favor of 


anybody else it is an atrocious ont- 


rage. If the same man—anybody— 
does. anything in favor of anybody 
else and against Bradley, then it is 
corruption, chicanery, ete, and he is 
a man of low origin. All this from 
the Democratic papers. 

What kind of stuff are those East- 
ern newspaper men made of? We 
should just like Dennis Kearney, or 
any other blackguard smaller than 
ourselves to call us a s—y i—p of h—l. 
We'd pool his issues for him too quick.
